The Areawide Police Academy 

When the idea of an areawide police 
academy to serve all of Hampton Roads 
and its fringe areas was first discussed 
some months ago, we favored the idea 
wholeheartedly. Now that the Hampton 
Roads Committee for Areawide Cooper- 
ation is meeting again to discuss this 
matter, we wish to give the project a 
boost. 

Since first mention, work has pro- 
gressed on the academiy and a study 
group has delved into all the ramifica- 
tions of the school. It will make its re- 
port at the Thursday meeting. 

Such an academy would provide 
specialized law enforcement training to 
young men graduated from high 
schcKDl but ineligible to become police- 
men until reaching the age of 21 . Such 
an academy could ease police recruit- 
ment problems that have been so pre- 
valent in all cities, including Virginia 
Beaoh. By enlisting young men and 
committing them early to a job, they 
also could be assured of embarking up- 
on a fine career. 

Obviously such a school offering all 
the latest techniques of law enforce- 
ment would train these youthful police- 
men-to-be far better than the short in- 
doctrination and on-the-job training re- 
cruits now get when they join a police 
force. 

One factor, however that must be 
faced, is pay. These highly trained 
young men will be able to demand 
more pay than policemen are used to 
now. Certainly policemen should be 
pakd more now, but with highly trained 
young specialists, this will be a serious 
problem to be coped with. 

Virginia Beach representatives to the 
Cooperation Comrriittee favor the for- 
mation of this police academy, and so 
do we. We consider this to be a step in 
the right direction, especially in the face 
of a rising crime rate each and every 
year. We hope the academy will be in 
operation soon. 

A Successful Venture 

As far as we are concerned, the 
Greater Tidewater Fair is a roaring suc- 
cess. There were a lot of problems 
early in the week to overcome. The bad 
weather and the day long delay did not 
help matters- but it finally got started.

Much like a well-brought up child leaves h/»ne when mature enough 
to stand alone, Home Demonstration Clubs are now graduated from the 
"parent" organization of Home Extension Service. But like that grown- 
up child who may nesd assulance and guidance from time to time, the 
Home Economic Agent is as clo£e as a phone call or a visit for advice, 
and "letters frcin home" in the form of the most up-to-dat? in'drmation 
pamphlets and booklets arrive regularly. 

Home Demonstration clubs are commurlty formed to help you, the 
homemaker, adjust your family to the rapidly changing patterns of mod- 
ern living. And probably there is no place in the country with a more 
rapidly changing pattern of life from the secluded rural areas of Prin- 
cess Anne county and tlic once quiet siburbs of Virgi.iia Beach to the 
present d'ay metamorphosis of the "World's Largest Resort City." 

The need of this help for the modern family manager is reflected 
by the fonnation of more and more Home Demonstration clubs in many 
parts of the city. More than a dozen now exist in the Virginia B:ach 
Federation of Home Demonstration Clubs headed by Mrs. Curtis R. 
Reid, president. 

"You can't imagine the scope of our educational programs." said 
Mrs. Reid, "Just about every phase of family living is touched on, and 
we learn k> much about thlrigs we need to know but seldom think 
about. . ." 

She used as an example the fact that many younger women, and 
tbore whose husbands will not discuss sudi vital matters as insurance 
and wills and Uie like, learn proper money management andlinderstand 
finances much better than they mi^t have had they never joined a 
bonne demonstratkm grvap.

"About 6,500 people die every 
year fran fires in their homes in 
tho Unitad States, and has run 4s 
high as 200 in Virginia." National 
Fire fYotection Association stud- 
ies indicate the majority of these 
lives could be saved if people bed 
planned escape routes in dj«r 
homes and had practiced emer- 
gency escape procedures.

Some may have 
ronembered the baptism of Poca- 
hontas in 1613.

Part <rf the origi- 
nal congregation possible consisted 
of survivors of the Indian massa- 
cre in 1622 that wiped out nearly 
one third of the Virginia settlers.

Hickman Happiness

A recent article in a Washington 
newspaper was entitled "Old Sa- 
lem's Rebirth". The Moravians 
who settled in Winston-Salem, N. 
C. were different from other Car- 
olina settlers. Coming from an 
educated background, they iMiilt 
homes, churc'ies and schools and 
good music was a distinct part of 
their lives. "OM Salem" is being 
restored; it is two-thrds complete; 
nine of the original craft shops are 
now authentically, reproduced, and 
each day, "Host-workmen in 18th 
century costumes are at work, us- 
ing the old tools to make clay 
pipes, 'rat tail' hinges, tin cookie 
cirtters, etc." 

Princess ,^nne County is alive 
with historical background, and 
the bulldoze of progress is creep- 
ing close to some of the oldest 
homes in the nation. Each time 
we have whirred past the 3 story 
brick house on the old Courthouse 
Road, near the Nimmo Church, 
we wanted to stop and meet the 
owners of the Hickman Home (the 
mailbox gave us this information*. 
One day we paused, bopped out, 
and snapped a picture of this fas- 
cinating place from the vantage 
point of a shaUow ditch. We knew 
tiiat someone loved this old place 
for it was slowly b^ restored. 

We coddn't have guessed more 
correctly, for via telephone, we 
met Mrs. Hickman, wlw, altho' 
just returning from work at the 
Courthouse (she's Jack Eth- 
eridge's secretary", gave us a 15 
minute interview. 

"We wanted to live in the coun- 
try", she said, and when we mar- 
ried, we looked around, and in 
rni, we found this old place. It 
was big emwgh-we have 3 chil- 
dren going to Kellam and Owrt- 
house, Kim, Etouglas, and Mary 
Hunter and Piarles and I were 
willing to work hard and gradually 
restore it." 

On (ffle erf the chimn^s is in- 
scribed the iMiilding date, 1863: 
f^hei Woodhouse, Foilhee « 



James built or owned it, and we 
were interested to know that it was 
once a Tavern having a path that 
led directly to the Courthouse. The 
house has 3 floors; it was run- 
dawn, with no plumbing; with our 
installed bath, the second floor 
measures 23 by 15 by 10. The 
windows are deeply recessed, and 
partitions had to be torn down; 
the walls are 18 inches thick, and 
the second f.cor has a center wall 
to which t le windows are inset 
with 18 inch ledges; the third floor 
has 2 bedrooms, and is like a box, 
when one looks down from' the 
center stair case." 

"Picaje state this when you 
wr te," she said, "we are natural- 
ly interested in progress; the Mas- 
ter Plan for Sandbridge's develop- 
ment is fine; the Planning Com- 
mission is already surveying. We 
own 47 acres, and there is a 16 
acre field behind our place that 
the road could come thru; we hope 
that th-e rumored pivot point which 
involves a curve thru our propoiy 
|f«IM^be elsewhM-e, and that the 
wad will come thru straight, but 
rimonber to say that the Hick- 
mans are all for progres. By the 
way, come by some day." 

We'd like to meet this progress- 
ive, gracious lady in perscm, and 
we wi^ the Hicfanan family hap- 
piness in their continuing restora- 
ti<m of an historical lancbnark.

We have always praised the work 
of our school system in Virginia Beach. 
W6 believe the administrators and 
teachers have beaten back seemingly 
insurmountable odds to keep our 
schools among the leaders in the state 
of Virginia. 

The poptllation growth here has 
caused most of the problems. New 
schools had to be built; new personnel 
had to be hired; new materials had to 
be purchased; and new equipment 
had to be installed at such a rapid rate 
th^t many of the lesser problems had 
to be overlooked. 

The growth is still with us, but things 
are beginning to level off somewhat 
and school officials are looking toward 
two alms now which we consider 
"musts" as soon as possible. 

The need for a vocational-technical 
school on the high school level has 
been here for some time. Now Council 
jbas begun moving toward, tbat aim 
i)uickly. We applaud this action and 
htxpe this facility for students not able 
to go to college or not wishing to at- 
tend college can be in operation soon. 
We also hope that free textbooks 
can be a reality soon, as the cost of 
educating a child grows for parents 
each ye^r. We would not like to see 
§ tax iiKrease to do so, but we hope 
that it can be done soon. Bol'h real 
estate taxes and personal property 
tax assessments are up this year. 
Perhaps a part of that revenue can 
be of some use in this endeavor. 

Those who would criticize any part 
of our school operation should simply 
stop and examine closely the p/oblems 
that have been successfully faced by 
our officials. They would also see that 
these same people are always trying 
to solve the present arKi future 
problems of our schools . .'. now. 

The New Civic Service Group

The 
ladies hope to help purchase special- 
ized equipment for the New General 
Hospital of Virginia Beach. The ney^ 
hospital, already overcrowded and ex- 
pecting approval of expansion plans 
soon, will be deeply indebted to these 
women. 

We congratulate them on initiating 
this new group. It has been said many 
times that if you want a job done, ask 
a busy person to do it. It must be true, 
because the outstanding slate of c^- 
ficers of the King's Daughters City 
Union includes some of the busiest 
and most dedicated women in Virginia 
Beach. We wish them luck.

We do not suggest that the school 
bus accident on South Lynnhaven Road 
recently which injured several young- 
sters was the fault of the road.

But we do 
say that the narrow, curvy and bumpy 
section of South Lynnhaven Road on 
which the bus was forced i ito the ditch 
is probably one of the most treacherous 
stretches of road we have ever seen.

The American Insurance Association 
says the largest part of these fires could 
have been prevented had proper fire 
prevention methods been employed, 
not merely during the one week set 
aside each year, but all year long. The 
sad part of it is that the preventive 
methods are not costly, difficult or even 
time-consuming. They simply necessi- 
tate the rules of good common sense 
being employed at all times. 

Fires do not just start. They are 
caused by something or someone, and 
more often than not that something 
is carelessness and the someone is just 
plain careless. 

Having fire insurance is only a 
small part of fire protection. All the 
rules of safety must be used. Watch 
electrical items. Keep them in good re- 
pair. Keep litter away from attics, base- 
ments and storerooms. Do not smoke 
in bed. Keep matches away from chil- 
dren. Have a working knowledge of 
what to do in case of any type of fire. 
Keep a fire extinguisher handy. Stamp 
out campfires. Crush all cigarettes 
carefully. The list is endless, and we 
have all heard the rules many times. 
Unfortunately, 12,000 people who had 
heard the same rules lost their lives 
in 1965. 

Fire prevention is up to all of us. 
We are quite lucky to have such willing 
and able firefighters in Virginia Beach. 
They do a marvelous job. But they 
would like nothing better than to have 
less to do. That is our job. Let us be- 
gin during Fire Prevention Week and 
continue all year long. !

CAPE CHAiRL£S — Septembw 
toll revenues on the Qiesapeake 
Bay Brid^Tunnel mcreased 2% 
over September of last year on a 
0.1% increase in traffic, Execu- 
tive Director J. Clyde Morris re- 
ported today.

Morris pointed out that 16 miles 
of new four-lane divided highway 
is expected to open next month on 
U.S. 13 nortfi of the Bridge-Tunnel 
on Virginia E^astern Shore. The 
new construction bypasses a num- 
ber of small towns and completes 
dualization of all but 10 miles of 
the route between New York and 
the Bridge-Tunnel. , 

The Executive Director also not- 
ed that winter liours went into ef- 
fect Oct. 3 for the Bridge-Tunnel's 
fishing pier and snackbar, located 
on one of the crossing's four man- 
made islands.

City Manager W. Russell Hatchett had 
a sneaking suspicion that Virginia 
Beach had moved up the population 
ladder to a position of number three 
in Virginia. In fact he said as much in 
several speeches, but did not have any 
proof. 

Mr. Hatchett wrote a letter to the 
University of Virginia's Bureau of pop- 
ulation has IrKreased 54.7 per cent 
proof. He never received official con- 
firmation of his suspicions until a re- 
port was released by the Bureau. 

The report indeed confirmed Mr. 
Hatchett's suspicions. Virginia Beach 
has moved into the number three spot 
In Virginia. By actual figures, the pop- 
ulation has increaseed 54.7 per cent 
from 1960 to date, from 85,218 in 
1960 to 131,860 when the report was 
made. Now Mr. Hatchett confides that 
the report was made several months 
ago and that the figure is even higher 
now. 

Never before has any city had a 
man so fiercely proud of his city 
than is Mr. Hatchett. He delights in 
calling Virginia Beach the "1-2-3 city", 
i.e., number on*e in growth in Virginia; 
number two in area in Virginia; and 
number three in population. 

He also delights in discussing the 
promising future of Virginia Beach 
and can always find some reason why 
k man should move here rather than 
somewhere else^ Perhaps Mr. Hatch- 
elFts spirit has^'beert instilled in a lot 
of other folks too, because we are 
definitely now in undisputed third 
place. 

Taking up where Mr. Hatchett has 
left off, we predict that the city of 
Virginia Beach will give the two lead- 
ers in population, Norfolk and Rich- 
mond a real run for the money in the 
a)mlng years.

TheBeach Employment Record 

In September the city of Virginia 
Peach set a new record of which it can 
be very proud. The ranks of those un- 
employed in our city were thinned to 
les$ than one per cent. And in that one 
Hionth nearly three hundred job open- 
irigs were filled by the Virginia Beach 
office of the Virginia State Employ- 
ment Service. One-third of those plac- 
ed were under twenty-two years of 
age. 

Job openings still occur in some 
specialized fields as well as in some 
non-specialized fields. The total labor 
force in Virginia Beach is now set at 
atx)ut thirty thousand. 

In all this good news, however, 
there are some alarming statistics. It 
seems that women are assuming more 
of the jobs available in Virginia Beach. 
Some employers say this is because 
fhere is a shortage of men qualified 
for necessary jobs but others say they 
are hiring wonSen because they will 
work for less money than men. 

It is perfectly obvious that a large 
number of working people living in 
Virginia Beach wcwk in surrounding 
cities, but this is a carry-over from the 
days when Virginia Beach had little in- 
t^jstry of its own and less openings for 
a large lalx)r force.

The attendance figures were bro- 
ken.tdawn in Uii« manner: veterans 
and servicemen attending colleges 
and universities, 1300; and veter- 
ans and servicemen attending be- 
low college level schools, 175. 

Almost 5.000 veterans and ser- 
vicemen are expected to be en- 
rolled in schools and coOeges in 
this area for Fall enrollment. Peak 
attendance is expected in April of 
next year when 5,500 are expected 
to be enrolled. 

Nationally, nearly 64,000 veter- 
ans and members of the armed 
forces attended schools and col- 
leges this summer under the new 
GI Bill, the Veterans .'Administra- 
tion revealed today. Veterans at- 
tending colleges and universities, 
53,^; servicemen attending col- 
leges and universities, 900; vet- 
erans attending below college level 
schools, 8,959; and servicemen at- 
tending below college level schools, 
75.

Timothy Jones's excellent direc- 
torial touches combined with the 
fine acting of a young and spirited 
company mark this production as 
the finest to date at the theatre. 

The Goodwin-Pincus Mfg. Co. on 
Seventh Avenue in New York City 
occupies a swanky-looking office 
suite, but business is so bad, even 
the wolves at the door are hungry. 
The fault of present circumstances 
is complicated. Max Pincus, tailor, 
works diligently to keep the busi- 
ness going, while his partner, 
Johrmy Goodwin, runs up large 
bills entertaining prospective cust- 
omers, and his wife and less than 
responsible son run up large bills 
at every store in New York. 

Johnny and Max are both tal- 
ented men. Max is a fine tailor 
and Johnny a fine salesman.

Johnny, finally flush with wealth, 
becomes involved with Lorrainne. 
Max, the only level-headed one in 
the production, realizes late in 
life that there are other things be- 
sides needle and thread and falls 
for the new bookkeeper. Johnny's 
wife threatens to leave. Lewis 
tries to pull a fast one with a big. 
check. And the new-found security 
of the firm is again in jeopardy. 
Believe it or not this is a comedy 
and an hilarious one at that. Ev- 
ery one of the situations bring 
fresh comedy with them, but also 
the pattios of just living. 

Will Hicks as Pincus has all the 
sincerity, sensitivity and sense of 
humor necessary to his character.

Richard Conn as Johnny does a 
nice job with the back-slapping 
salesman role and captures each 
c'.iange of mocd well.

needs, but he does so weD that the 
audience soon forgets. The same 
^ true of Barbara Browif, who 
plays his first frivolous, then long- 
suffering wife^ Perhaps Miss 
Brown also underplays just a bit 
too much. 

Wade Williams as the lecherous 
and shrewd businessman-playboy 
received three rounds of applause 
at his three exits on opening night. 
Th applause was richly deserved. 
Williams' portrayal of the stuffed- 
shirt must be marked as a high- 
ligtit of the production and the best 
thing Williams has ever done. 

Bob Reucker does a good job as 
Ferelli, and his small size brings 
about one of the funniest nmments 
in the play.

Death Benefit 
For Veterans 

NORFOUC— Certain survivors of 
servicemen who die while on act- 
ive duty with the Armed Forces 
of the United States, or within 120 
days followmg separaton, are eligi- 
ble for death gratuity payments. 

The. amount of death gratuity is 
computed at six times the service- 
man's monthly basic pay. To this 
is added any monthly special pay, 
incentive pay, etc, to which the 
servic«nan n:\ight have been en- 
titled. This includes the extra 
amount paid when a person is 
serving in combat areas, other- 
wise known as hazardous duty 
pay. Allotments are not included 
in paying the death gratuity. 

Under the law currently in ef- 
fect, the amount of death gratuity 
paid is never less than $800 or 
more than $3,000, depending upon 
the rank and pay grade of the 
serviceman. This payment is made 
to the eligible survivor by the 
branch of military service to 
which the serviceman belonged. 
It is not a Veterans Administration 
benefit, nor does it have bearing 
on eligibility for benefits from the 
Veterans Administration. 

Death gratuity is paid to the 
next-of-kin of the servicenan, 
where Veterans Administration 
benefits may be paid only to cer- 
tain classes of survivors, such as 
widows, minor or helpless chil- 
dren, or dependent parents.

A. I see no great urgency about 
making a change in your present 
investmeni situation. 

However, at present roaritet 
prices in today's market you could 
buy t<q>-grade common or pre- 
ferred stocks or convertible corp- 
oration bonds that would pay you 
the same or even a slightly better 
income than you are gettiig now 
from your savings-and-loans ac- 
counts. On the other hand, you 
would of course be subject to the 
natural fluctuations in the stock 
market — which might make you 
nervous if you're not used to this 
kind of investing. 

Go to the trust officer of your 
bank and get his recommendations 
or to a broker you know well. If

Mass transportation studies for 
the Metropolitan Tidewater area 
have been mentioned several times 
recently in the press.

A Great Man And A Great Virginian 



Death has taken from us a man who 
gave his life to public service and to 
the betterment of his beloved state of 
Virginia as he saw fit. The death of 
former U. S. Swator Harry F. Byrd has 
eroded the fabulous fifty year career of 
a ^an history will be proud to remem- 
ber. 

He was a statesman of the first order 
and an authority on every phase of 
government. His long and colorful ca- 
reer spanned a half-century of change. 
But Harry F. Byrd never changed. He 
followed unswayingly his conserva- 
tive, and cautious approach to good 
government and his robust and rugged 
attitude toward the great outdoors. 

When Harry F. Byrd, Sr. entered 
public life he was considered by many 
to be a radical in his thinking, a real 
liberal. His approach to government 
and fiscal. soundess was far ahead of 
his time. And through his stern handl- 
ing of the reins of govermment Virginia 
prospered and grew. Virginia changed, 
but Harry Byrd never did. 



When deficit spending became the 
ordinary, he couldn't go along. That is 
when he began a slight split with the 
times. He laughingly called himself 
"the last of the original New Dealers." 
The New Dealers changed, Harry Byrd 
never did. 

The times caught up to Harry Byrd, 
then passed him. Still he never chang- 
ed. To the last he maintained the same 
policies that had made him successful, 
powerful, influential, cussed and be- 
loved in Virginia and in the United 
States. He believed strongly and irre- 
vocably in those policies. 

Virginia's Man of the Century, the 
intimate of President and of common 
men is gone, but his memory will live 
on. His "golden silence" in presidential 
campaigns will be long remembered; 
his adversity to deficit spending will al- 
ways be a challenge to statesmen who 
have followed him; and his great con- 
tributions to Virginia, The United States 
and the World have already made their 
mark in the h^rts and minds of us all.

Q. My two sisters and I will soon 
iiAerU $W,000. We do act need this 
money at pritltat and ttooght per- 
haps that, leaving the $10,000 in- 
tact, we would d« better investing 
it together. We already have a 
mutual fund which is holdl ig its 
own well. lam leery of having 
stocks, would like to buy land. But 
then we would have the proMem 
of paying taxes. We want to do 
somethhig besidns buying bonds 
or letting the mone ysit in the 
bank. What do you suggest? 

A. With three people involved, 
your fir^ problem is to get all 
three to agree on the way the 
money is to be invested. If you 
find you have different ideas, then 
I think you had better divide the 
money and let each handle it as 
"she wishes. 

Inflation being the threat it is, 
I think it is important for you to 
invest in such a way that you have 
an opportunity for appreciation of 
principal as well as growth of 
income. You can do this in real es- 
tate, of course — if you know real 
estate investing or you tiave a 
good adviser. 

However, right now the stock 
of many of our best oil, public 
utility and industrial companies 
can be bought at bargain prices. 
This is something I would not ig- 
nore. 

Q. IVty wife and I came to the 
United States e^{bt yaars ago. In 
our former country we mw people 
work hard all Uieir lives to save 
some money and in a few years, 
with infation, they suddenly had 
only enough to live a few weeks. 
We will retire in 20 years, have 
our house paid for, plus a piece of 
land valaed at liOtO and $3,000 in 
savings. A broker is urging us ta 
sell the land and invest in a mut- 
ual fund. Can you advise us? 

A. I am in no position to advi-s 
you about selling the land since I 
know nothing about it. However, I 
would like to suggest several 
things for you to think about in 
helping you to arrive at a dccis- 
oh.

They met the girl with the suitcase as she came out the front door 
and e«»rted her tiutx^ the center of town to the train station. The 
music was loud, the sidewalk audience clapped as she passed by, and 
they solonnly saluted the flag, then fell in behind swelling the ranks 
of well-widiers. 

%)eeches were made and tears were shed. But her mother stood 
dry-eyed and ptaoA, and smiled bravely as her slim, young dai^ter 
got aboard the puffing and impatient long black .train. (It wasn't until 
lat^, back home, wh«i s^ looked at the em|^ bed in the silent lit- 
tle room, decorated with a nautical motif, that her tears came . . ) 

Aboard the train, for three days and nights, the gh-l rode on a 
wave of excitanent. She was with oflier girls she had never seen be- 
fore and they were all facing a new life together. As the train rum- 
bled deeper and deeper into the mid-west and on and on till it reached 
Oklahoma, ^e had no time to be lonely. 9ie watched the changing 
scenery and got to know girls from all walks of life. 

The train was met by grey trudcs and tiie girls clbnbed aboard to- 
flie unaccustomed orders of men in blue. Tliey came to a big college 
dormitory and were assigned rooms. Four to a nxMn, with two double- 

"Hie first week was a kaleidoscope of confusion and change, but 
soon a routine and schedule was set. Then like a bolt from the blue 
the h(»nesickness hit! 

It was the most awful devastating feeling she ever encountered. 
She dreaded waking up in the morning in that strange place with the 
flat land so far from the ocean; food studc in her throat though she 
forced H down while feeling so alone in the vast messhall; she released 
her tears while shampooing her hair (so the redness could be attribut- 
ed to the soap in her eyes and the others wouldn't know she was 
such a baby); she marched mechanically under the western sun and 
thou^t toi^ingly of the New England fall where leaves were brilliant 
overhead .. she thought she'd never live through it!

She was just one of tiie many girls who answered the call of her 
country back in 1942 when the WAVES were new. She was the first 
from her little town, but many followed. From big towns and little 
towns, they came; from city and country, they became the girls in

Lt. Bates With Navy At My Tho 



MY THO, VIETNAM -' Pri^ 
hetically, ,the U. S. Navy Support 
Detachment in this compact dty 
on the Mekong River has set up 
shqp in what was formerly the 
Victory Hotel. 

Tlieir job is to provide fiall sup- 
port for smaU boat operatioiK 
against the Viet Cong on the water- 
ways of the Delta r^on of South 
Vietnam. These activities are code 
named GAME WARDEN. 

The operatons officer of the unit 
is Lt. Arthur H. Bates, of Virginia 
Beach. 

American Navymen have joined 
forces with their Vietnamese 
counterparts in a massive effort 
to prevent the Viet Cong from 
infiltrating men and equipment 
into tde Delta. The entire area, 
the rice-bowl of the nation, is cov- 
eted by the communist aggress^!''. 

To back up this effort, the Naval 
Support Activity, Saigon has es- 
tablished ,^ chain of support bases 
stretchng from the South China 
Sea ahnost to the Cambodian 
border. 

Ttie small detachment at My 
Tho' (Me Tow) is typical in that 
the men provide maLntenance, re- 



pair, bgistic and administrative 
support for GAME WARDEN. 

Sleeping, eating and working 
quarters are crammed into the 
two-story hotel, about five blocks 
from the river. 

. Hie repair section is in a tent 
pitched in a park on the river's 
edge on the site of a future p«tn- 
anent base. 

The repair gang routinely over- 
hauls boat engines and carries out 
prevaitive maintenance on the 
boats from hulls to engines. 

Despite the le;s than ideal con- 
ditions, they have even managed 
to completely rebuild one of the 
patrol boats which was smashed 
in an accident with a landing 
craft. 

The detachment is r^ularly sup- 
plied by water and au-, but the 
sailors also run a weekly truck 
convoy up to Saigon, 60 miles 
northward, to pick up food and 
otlier materials.

Vehicles traveling between the 
two spots must carry an armed 
guard. The men have only recently 
been allowed to go on liberty in 
the city on a controlled basis. 

Gunners Mates assigned to the 
security department also maintain 
and repair the heavy weapons car- 
ried by the river patrol boats. 

Flood waters in tfie Delta which 
are damaging crops and homes 
have not affected operations at 
My Tho though the men are on 
standby alert to help the local pop- 
ulace in any way they can. 

Whether a cook, a storekeeper, 
or machinery repairman, every 
man of the detaciiment is on a 
sun-up to sun-down, seven-day- 
a-week schedule.

Farmers can save money aid 
time by taking soil samples now, 
says George W. Haistois. associ- 
ate extenslffli agnmonnst at Vir- 
ginia Tech. 

Savings are posable, explains 
the agronomist, because you can 
usually buy fertilizers at <Escounts 
3f between $3 and |5 per bm at 
liris time of year. 

Time is saved because it's much 
easier to take good soil samples 
now, says Hawkins. Weather and 
soil conditions are ^^t ideal. Too, 
by sending in your soil samples 
:iow to Virginia Tech's soil testing 
Laboratory you'll avoid the late 
winter and early spring rush, and 
you'll get back your fertilizer rec- 
ommendation in a minimum of 
time. 

"When you take soil samples, 
rem«nber that the soil tests and 
fertilizer recommendatioiB will be 
no better than the soil samples," 
cautions Hawkins. "If the sample 
does not represent tlie area to be 
fertilized, the recommendations 
will not be the best for the area, 
and they may even be completely 
in error." 

He says to divide any field that 
you're going to sample into uni- 
form soil areas. If there are mark- 
ed differences in slope, soil color 
or soil texture, sample such areas 
separately. There may be differ- 
ences in the fertility level of these 
soils and differences in fertilizer 
needs. 

If one part of the field has been 
fertilized, limed or manured dif- 
ferently from tile remainder of the 
fieW, Hawkins advises . sampling 
this area separately. It will very 
probably test differently and have 
different fertilizer requirements 
because of differences in past 
management. 

"Onc^ you've divided a field 
into uniform soil areas, take a 
joil sample from each area," says 
the agronomist. "Take enougn 
samples to adequately represent 
uie area--at least five per area, 
wnen taking tne sample, stay out 
ol any unusual areas, such as 
oack lurrows, eroaed spots, oid 
lence rows and old straw stack 
Sites.'
